PART  II  -  PROGRAM  NARRATIVE 


A.  DEVELOPMENT  OF  PRESCHOOL  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  SERVICES  IN  MONTANA 

At  the  present  time  (school  year  1985-86),  890  moderately  to  severely  and 
662  mildly  handicapped  preschool  children  (ages  3-5)  are  being  served  in 
public  schools  in  Montana.  This  figure  represents  approximately  4.2  percent 
of  the  total  preschool  population  (Bureau  of  Census  estimate  is  36,496  total 
population  ages  3-5)  in  Montana. 

Figures  from  the  Montana  State  Implementation  Grant  Personnel  indicate  that 
841  preschool  pupils  (ages  1-4)  are  receiving  services  from  statewide  Child 
and  Family  Service  Providers  and  Developmental  Disabilities  Providers,  other 
than  school  districts  and  special  education  cooperatives. 

In  addition  to  services  for  preschool  children  provided  by  public  schools 
and  State  Child  and  Family  Providers,  Head  Start,  private  day  care  and 
Indian  Health  Services  centers  enroll  some  handicapped  preschoolers 
(estimate  not  attempted). 

Although  exact  numbers  cannot  be  determined,  it  is  estimated  that  approxi- 
mately 100  moderately  to  severely  and  700  mildly  handicapped  preschool 
children  in  Montana  are  currently  without  educational  services. 

B.  CHILD  FIND  ACTIVITIES 

Comprehensive  Child  Find  activities,  commensurate  with  the  mandate  of  state 
and  federal  regulations  (Sec.  300.300),  have  been  ongoing  in  Montana  since 
at  least  1975.  With  the  infusion  of  state  and  federal  funds  (incluaing 
funds  from  previous  Preschool  Incentive  Grants)  and  increased  public  aware- 
ness, the  identification  of  handicapped  children  0-21  is  being  successfully 
accomplished.  Child  Find  activities  currently  in  place  appear  adequate  to 
ensure  early  identification  of  all  handicapped  children.  The  focus  now 
becomes  the  provision  of  comprehensive  services  to  those  children  identified 
and  those  who  will  be  identified  in  years  to  come. 


C.   INSTITUTIONAL  SERVICES 


At  the  present  time,  public  residential  institutional  placements  for 
preschool  handicapped  children  are  available  at  three  locations.  Montana 
Developmental  Center  (Boulder)  and  Eastmont  Human  Services  Center  (Glendive) 
provide  comprehensive  residential  services  for  severely-profoundly  retarded 
persons  (typically  with  accompanying  severe  multiple  health  handicaps). 
Currently,  these  two  institutions  are  not  serving  any  preschool-age 
children.  The  Montana  School  for  the  Deaf  and  Blind  (Great  Falls)  provides 
comprehensive  residential  services  for  deaf  and  blind  children.  Currently, 
five  preschool-age  children  are  in  residence.  Thus,  at  present,  a  total  of 
five  preschool  handicapped  children  are  being  served  in  residential  institu- 
tional placements.  This  fact  alone  amply  attests  to  Montana's  continuing 
and  successful  attempt  to  deinstitutionalize  and  prevent  institutionaliza- 
tion of  children.  However,  the  absence  of  handicapped  children  in  institu- 
tional placements  does  not  mean  that  moderately  to  severely  handicapped 
preschool  children  no  longer  exist--they  do  but  are  increasingly  being 
served  in  community  settings  and  utlimately  in  the  public  schools. 
Handicapped  children  that  traditionally  would  have  been  in  institutional 
placements  are  now  in  group  and  foster  homes  throughout  the  state.  Although 
this  development  is  admirable  in  many  respects,  it  has  placed  increasing 
demands  on  local  community  and  school  resources.  The  spreading  of  children 
across  the  state  has  greatly  increased  the  difficulty  and  expense  of  pro- 
viding comprehensive  special  education  and  related  services. 


D.  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  PROGRAMS 

As  a  result  of  the  deinstitutionalization  progress  noted  above  and  a 
demonstrated  commitment  to  handicapped  children,  many  Montana  public  schools 
have  established  comprehensive  preschool  services  for  handicapped  preschool 
children.  Mildly  handicapped  preschoolers,  generally,  receive  their  ser- 
vices in  home  districts  while  moderately  to  severely  handicapped  students 
receive  their  services  from  special  education  cooperatives  or  in  large 
districts.  A  notable  example  of  the  latter  is  Kalispell,  where  such  a  class 
was  developed  years  ago  to  serve  not  only  their  own  resident  children  but 
also  children  from  the  surrounding  area.  A  group  home  for  severely  multiply 
handicapped  children  was  placed  in  Kalispell,  at  least  partially  as  a  result 
of  the  Kalispell  schools'  willingness  to  provide  quality  services  to 
children  traditionally  excluded  from  schools.  Similar  programs  have  been 
developed  in  the  larger  school  districts  such  as  Great  Falls,  Billings, 
Butte,  Helena,  Havre  and  Bozeman.  Additionally,  smaller  school  districts 
have  made  exceptional  efforts  to  provide  services  to  isolated  children. 
Rural  special  education  cooperatives  have  developed  itinerant  and  home-based 
service  programs.  At  this  time,  most  moderately  to  severely  handicapped 
preschool  children  living  in  or  within  commuting  distance  from  one  of  the 
programs  mentioned  above  are  receiving  comprehensive  special  education  and 
related  services.

E.  DEVELOPMENT  OF  AREA  SERVICE  LOCATIONS  FOR  MODERATELY  AND 
SEVERELY  HANDICAPPED  PRESCHOOL  SERVICES 

Through  the  joint  use  of  state  special  education  funds,  federal  Part  B 
entitlements  and  preschool  incentive  funds,  the  larger  districts  in  Montana 
have  developed  fairly  comprehensive  preschool  handicapped  programs.  While 
the  creation  of  an  adequate  school-based  service  program  is  prohibitive  in 
small  districts  where  only  one  or  two  such  children  have  been  identified,  it 
has  been  possible  to  develop  such  programs  in  the  larger  districts  and  spe- 
cial education  cooperatives.  These  programs  have,  because  of  the  additional 
funds  provided  through  prior  preschool  incentive  grants,  been  willing  and 
able  to  offer  quality  services  to  children  residing  outside  the  major 
districts.  Without  continued  additional  funding,  it  is  likely  that  the 
major  districts  would  be  forced  to  discontinue  allowing  non-resident 
children  to  attend  their  preschool  programs.  Although  there  are  some  handi- 
capped preschool  children  who  reside  in  areas  lacking  preschool  programs, 
the  encouragement  of  the  major  district  area  service  concept  has  signifi- 
cantly increased  the  availability  of  preschool  services  to  a  majority  of 
children  in  Montana. 

In  a  study  conducted  for  the  Montana  Senate  Education  Committee,  it  was 
estimated  that  approximately  86  percent  of  all  multihandicapped  and  deaf- 
blind  three-  to  five-year-old  children  in  Montana  were  presently  receiving 
school-based  educational  services.  This  represents  significant  improvement 
and  reflects  a  serious  commitment  on  the  part  of  major  districts  to  provide 
services  to  children  for  whom  they  have  no  legal  responsibility.  This  is 
especially  noteworthy  considering  that  the  combined  state  and  federal  funds 
available  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  true  costs  of  operating  such 
programs. 

F.  PROPOSED  USE  OF  THE  PRESCHOOL  INCENTIVE  GRANT  IN  MONTANA 

In  light  of  the  foregoing  discussion,  it  is  our  intent  to  continue  to  allo- 
cate the  preschool  incentive  funds  on  an  entitlement  basis.  It  is  impera- 
tive that  the  major  districts  and  cooperatives  not  operating  area  programs 
be  allowed  to  utilize  the  funds  generated  by  the  preschool  incentive  grant 
to  maintain  and  strengthen  their  preschool  programs.  Given  the  current  eco- 
nomic conditions,  it  is  extremely  unlikely  that  state  special  education 
funding  will  keep  pace  with  the  increasing  costs  of  operating  permissive 
preschool  programs.  Since  all  preschool  programs  in  Montana  are,  by  law, 
permissive,  they  tend  to  be  the  first  programs  to  be  considered  for  reduc- 
tion or  elimination  when  general  operating  budgets  must  be  reduced.  By 
allocating  the  preschool  incentive  grant  funds  on  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
preschool  children  served,  a  district  is  provided  clear  incentive  to  main- 
tain the  preschool  services.  Without  such  incentive,  preschool  programs  may 
risk  reduction  in  the  future.

G.  NUMBER  OF  LEAs  TO  RECEIVE  SERVICES 

Approximately  40  school  districts  and/or  special  education  cooperatives  will 
receive  preschool  incentive  grant  funds. 

H.  ALLOCATION  OF  PRESCHOOL  INCENTIVE  FUNDS 

1.  One  hundred  percent  of  preschool  incentive  grant  funds  will  be  offered 
as  entitlement  grants  to  schools  based  upon  the  number  of  handicapped 
preschool  children  (ages  3-5)  reported  on  the  prior  Child  Count. 

2.  Any  funds  not  requested  as  of  July  1  in  each  year  of  the  grant  will  be 
made  available  as  competitive  grants.  The  purpose  of  these  competitive 
grants  will  be  to  allow  districts  to  target  specific  limited  goals, 
e.g.,  a  rural  area  with  one  or  two  handicapped  preschoolers  may  apply 
for  the  funds  to  provide  otherwise  unavailable  direct  services.  This 
approach  will  ensure  that  all  incentive  funds  are  effectively  used  to 
provide  needed  services  to  handicapped  preschool  children. 

I.  GOALS,  OBJECTIVES,  ACTIVITIES,  IMPACT,  APPROPRIATIONS, 
SERVICE  PROVIDERS  AND  EVALUATION 

1.0--Goal :   To  increase  the  number  of  preschool  handicapped  children  receiving 
special  education  services  by  one  percent  each  of  the  three  years. 

Objective  One:  The  SEA  will  encourage  local  education  agencies  to  initiate, 
maintain  or  expand  their  special  education  programs  to  include  preschool 
handicapped  children,  ages  3  through  5. 

Activi  ty:  The  SEA  will  flow  through  preschool  incentive  grant  funds  to  LEAs 
according  to  annual  Child  Count  of  preschool  handicapped  children  ages  3 
through  5.

J.   IMPACT  SUMMARY 

1.  Size,  Scope  of  Programs  and  Number  of  Children  Involved 

The  preschool  incentive  grant  will  enable  Montana  to  continue  serving 
approximately  1,550  mild,  moderate  and  severely  handicapped  children 
(ages  3-5)  and  offer  services  to  approximately  800  unserved  handicapped 
preschool  pupils  (ages  3-5). 

The  Montana  State  Educational  Agency  will  indirectly  affect  services  to 
the  approximately  800  unserved  handicapped  preschool  children  (ages 
3-5)  by  encouraging  LEAs  to  utilize  existing  service  providers  to  serve 
preschool  handicapped  children  and  by  contacting  all  private  human  ser- 
vice providers  to  locate/identify  all  preschool  handicapped  children. 

2.  Agencies  Providing  Services 

Montana  has  approximately  40  school  districts  and  special  education 
cooperatives  which  will  be  recipients  of  preschool  incentive  grant 
funds.  By  providing  lists  of  all  agencies  serving  the  needs  of 
preschool  handicapped  children  to  school  districts,  special  education 
cooperatives,  child  and  family  service  providers,  Developmental 
Disabilities  service  providers,  Head  Start  Programs  and  Indian  Health 
care  centers,  a  network  of  service  providers  will  be  linked  to  form  a 
comprehensive  system  of  handicapped  preschool  services. 
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In  addition,  the  Montana  State  Implementation  Grant,  funded  by  EHA-B 
monies,  has  as  one  of  its  goals,  to  facilitate  state  interagency 
cooperation  in  the  provision  of  handicapped  preschool  services. 

3.  Reason  for  Selecting  Agencies 

All  of  the  agencies  named  are  providers  of  services  to  preschool  handi- 
capped children  and  may  be  used  as  integral  components  in  a  comprehen- 
sive state  network  to  facilitate  a  continuing  of  preschool  services. 

4.  Proportionate  Amounts  for  Activities 

One  hundred  percent  of  the  funds  will  be  awarded  to  LEAs  on  the  basis 
of  the  number  of  3-,  4-  and  5-year-old  handicapped  children.
